It is the misfortune of 
fuch deluded Men, that they 
have impofed upon themfelves 
a mil-fhapen Idea of Happinefs, 
in the Choice of a voluntary Mi- 
fery ; the idclatrous Love of 
Pleafure, in Oppofiuon toa Life 
of Holinefs ; foolifhly account- 
inz that a Bondage, which the 
Word of the all-wife God de- 
clares to be a State of glorious 
Liberty ; a Manumifiion from the 
tyrannical Ufurpations and Do- 
minion of the difturbing and con- 
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trouling Appetites, and fixing 
Man in the happy Pofleflion of 
himfelf, by his obedient Subjec- 
tion to his Maker. A grofsand 
deluded Mahomet has Scripture 
enough to fhame and condemn 
thefe Perfons* ; The Life of the 
World is frweet to tempt you, but 
the Riches of thy Lord are bet- 
ter and eternal, Alas! is therea 
poflibility of reafoning with thefe 
unhappy Creatures? Shall I ask 
them, who is fo capable to judge 
of what will make them happy, 
what fo capable in its felf to 
make them happy, as the God 
that made them? What could 
influence him to give them Be- 
ing, who had no need of any 
Creature ? but the meer Volition 
of his Goodnefs, in order to 
their Happinefs? And where 
fhould this be found, but from 
him, and in him, the original 
Caule of every Being, and of 
every Good? ‘Thefe Topicks 
are plainand common. Need I 
tell them the Life of Re/ieion ; 
the Life of Deaotednc/s, Love 
ond Trift ; the Life of Heppine/s, 
is a Life of Reafon ? It is their 
reafonable Service +; and what 
can a reafonable Being propofe 
to its felf as its Happine/s, which 
is in it felf irrational ? Shall I 
take off ihe gloomy Apprehen- 
fions they may have entertain’d 
againft this Life I am recom- 
mending, from any fuppofed un- 
authorized Severities it enjoins, 
by telling them, that thcfe are 
the Inventions of dark and wan- 
dering Minds, who have invert-

Exercife profiteth little, but God- 
linefs is profitable and have 
deceived themfelves into a wil- 
ful Punifhment, under the Ap.

Superflitions of defigning Men. 
‘The innocent, cheartul, religious 
ufing of this World is allow’d us 
it is the abufing of it § only 
that is forbidden ; and that Coz- 


formity to its irreligious Cuftoms, 


and that Friend/hip for the finful 
Men and Pleafures of it, as isa 
declared Exmity to God. It 1s 
recorded from the Mouth of our 
bleffed Saviour himfelf, the pureft 
Pattern of our Imitation, that 
he came eating ond drinking, 
ufing freely the lawful Comforts 
and Refrefhments of Nature. 
And of Enoch, whom the facred 


Scriptures inform us that 
walked 


Rom. I. I Tim, iV. Se 


§ 1 Cor, vil. 31. 
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walked with God, it is imme- /ferves thy Purpofes, and thy good 


diately added, that he begat 
Sons and Daughters: And his 
Character of Piety is twice re- 
peated in the fame Context, E- 
noch walked with God*. The 
fuperlative Love of God, and 
the pleafed Acceptance, and al- 
lowed Ufe and Enjoyment of 
his free Benefits, are very con- 
fiftent and compatible. The 
Example and Sentiments of wife 
and pious Men, who have de- 
voted and refigned their Lives 
to God, as their chief Good, the 
Complacency they have found in 
fuch Aéts, and the Pleafure with 
which they exprefs their Senfe of 
them, may have a happy Ten- 
dency to influence the Minds of 
others to a like Choice and Prac- 
tice. Lake all from me (faith St. 
Auftin) fo thou leave me thy Self. 
Give me (fays the devout Tho- 
mas a Kempis) what thou wilt, 
and as much or little as thou wilt, 
and when thou wilt 3 deal with 
me as thou knoweft to be moft 
proper, and as may bring thee 
moft Glory. Behold thy Servant 
ready to be, and bear every thing: 
for my Daefire is not to live to 


myfelf, but to thee. And the 


pious and excellent Archbifbop of 


Cambray expreffes himfelf in this 
moft admirable Manner: J am 
for thee, O my God, againf? my 
Self; none could thus have divided 
me againft my felf, but thy Hand 
only, LI leave my felf in thy 
Hand, O my God; mould this 
Clay of mine, °tiy entirely thine, 
ithas nothing to reply *tis enough 
for me, that this Being of mine 
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Pleafure. Command, forbid, ap- 
point what I fhall dow Elevated, 


abafed, comforted, fuffering, TF 


far ever adore thee, in facrificing 


my whole Will to thine. 

I have given it as my Senti- 
ment, in my former Paper on 
this Subje@t, that as a Rule or 
Meafure to judge of true Hap- 
pinefs, that, of all others, feem’d 
to me to be belt, which could 
accommodate itfelf as fuch at 
all Times, under all Circumftan- 
ces, and in the moft perfe@ De- 
gree; let us now try if no Cha- 
racter can be found in Life that 
will anfwer in all its Parts to 
this Criterion. Conceive, then, 
you are following fome devout 
Chriftian in one of his folitary 
Retirements, and hear him en- 
larging on the pious Conceptions 
in his Breaft in fome fuch facred 
Soliloquy. 

HOW fragrant is the Air of 
thefe delicious Fields! How 
fweet the furrounding Profpetts ! 
furnifhed out to entertain my 
Senfes by the Hand of the God 
of Nature. Has he put fo much 
Refrefhment into every perfumed 
Breeze? crowded fuch Variety 
of different pleafing Effences, in- 
to fo many little Flowers? given 
to fuch Diverfity of Fruits and 
Foods their contrary yet grateful 
Flavours ? afforded fuch innume- 
rable, multiform Profpeéts to en- 
gage the Eye, one fingle Senfe ? 
fuch an Interchange of Melo- 
dies to entertain the Ear? and 
contrived by no lefs than five 
different Mediums of Senfes to 
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give Gratification to the animal 
Faculties, which are by far the 
moft ignoble Part of me, that I 
might behold him in this Glafj 
of Nature, this Mirrour of Won- 
ders ? 

If I lift my Eyes upwards, 
how fhall I conceive of his aw- 
ful Infinity? who can place a 
World, ten thoufand times the 
Bignefs of ours, at fo remote a 
Diftance, as to appear to our 
Sight but asa twinkling Point, a 
Jittle lucid Star? If I bend them 
downward, what Initances are 
every where before me of a- 
mazing Power, that could pro- 


duce fuch an Appearance of 


Beauty and Order, out of fuch a 


mean, irregular Collection of 


Duft and Atoms? thou 
provided fuch ftately Furniture 


for thefe loweft Apartments of 


thy uriverfal Palace, and for thy 
meaneft Attendant ? O what 
then zre the Grandeurs that a- 
dorn thy Prefence Chamber? 
What thofe magnificent Man- 
fions, where thou difplayeit the 
pleas’d Rays of thy Glory in 
the higher and better Worlds ? 

Has created Cocdnefs all thefe 
Beauties ? A little earthly Spat, 
on which I tread and gaze, (em- 
bellif’d with his leaft Adum- 
brations) fo fair a Form? fuch 
lovely Charms? O then, how 
much more infinitely lovely is he 
who has given thefe things all 
their Lovelinefs ? who puts into 
them whatever Sweetneis they 
contain, or ¢an convey. ‘Theie 
are but Copies all, faint Copies 
all of the Goodnets of their fair 
Original. Where is the per- 
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fect uncreated Good? 
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Where 
the enamouring Image of Love- 


linefs in it felf? Where is the 
original Beauty? I can difcern 
him in every thing around me ; 
difcover in every fmalleft Part 
of formed Matter, foine Vefigia 
of the Deity. The Creator of 
thefe accomplifh’d Works was 
allo my Former.

culated at Franckfort, a 


prodigious Number of a new poli- 
tical Pamphlet, printed at Paris, 
the Title of which is, Te im- 
portant Queflion refolved, Whe- 
ther the Empire foall arm againft 
France, or continue to obferve a 
firt& and uniform Neutrality ? 
This fingular Piece, which con- 
tains twenty-four Pages in large 
Quarto, confifts of what its Au- 
thor takes to be Demonftrations 
of the fix following Propofitions. 
I. That the War, which fub- 
fifts, at prefent, between France 
and the Queen of Hungary, 1s of 
fuch a nature, that the Princes 
and States of the Empire, 
have not the leaft Reafon to take 
any Share therein. II, That 
the Queen of Hungery can draw 
ro Advantage from the Gua- 
raaty of the Pragmatick Sanction 
by the Empire, or by France. 
lil. That the Empire havirg 
the fame Intereft to preferve the 
Friendthip of Fraxce that the has 
to keep that of the Friendship of 
the Queen of Huxgery, ought, for 
that Reafon, to perievere in the 
Neutrality which fhe has em- 
braced, as the propereft, and in- 
deed the moft cffctual means of 
enjoying both. IV. That it is 
doing a great Injuftice to France, 
to cuarge her Armies with com- 
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mitting all forts of Exceffes in 
Germany, and thereby exciting 
the feveral Princes and States to 
endeavour the obtaining Satisfac- 
tion by Force of Arms. V. That 
in the prefent Cafe there is nei- 
ther Cuftom nor Conttitution, 
which obliged the Princes and 
States of the Empire, either to 
declare in Favour of the Queen 
of Hungary, or tg fupport the 
Propofitions contain’d in the fe- 
veral Decrees of the Imperial 
Commiffion. VI. That fo far 
is the Security and Liberty of 
the Princes and States of the 
Empire from being in the leaf 
Danger on the Side of Fraxce, 
that it is impofible they fhould 
be maintain’d or fupported, but 
by preferving a good Intelligence 
with that Crown. If in them- 
felves, and at firft Sight, the 
Heads of this Pamphlet appear 
very fingular and unaccountable, 
the Stile in which it is written is 
much more fo, the Author, a- 
mongft many other odd ‘Things, 
delivering this, That confidering 
the great Plenty of Frexch Coin 
at preient current in all the Pro- 
vinces of Germany, it may be 
expected that the People, inflead 
of dreading, will be well enough 
pleaied to fee a large Corps of 
French Auxiliaries once in forty 
or fifty Years, taking up their 
(Quarters. in their ‘l'erritories, 
and leaving fuch pleafant Marks 
of their Refidence behind them. 
This the Partizans of the Court 
of Verfailles cry up as a mafterly 
Performance ; though all impar- 
tial Men confider it, as one of 
the moit abufive Libels on the 


Princes and People of Germany, 
as well thofe who are Friends, 
as fuch as are Enemies to France, 
that ever was publifh’d ; and it 
is more than probable, that it 
will produce Confequences dire&- 
ly oppofite to thofe it was intend- 
ed to bring about.

Cafe 6. M'‘: Long of Down- 

fide, Somerfet/bire, 
was feized with the Gout, and, 
for three Years, was never with- 
out great Pains a Month toge- 
ther, wandering from Part to 
Part, which, on Abatement, left 
a Numbnefs over his whole 
Body. The Joints of his Fin- 
gers became crooked and in- 
flexible, hts Pofture decrepid, bent, 
and quite double, with extream 
Pain in his Hips and Small of the 
Back, his Legs motionlefs, fo that 
he was carry’d about from place 
to place, incapable to put the 
leait Strefs upon the Ground ; 
his Stomach loft, his Thirft un- 
quenchable, Face meagre, pale 
and yellow ; his Hair grey, (tho’ 
then but about thirty-five) and 
his whole Body emaciated to 
Skin and Bones, ‘To thefe Af- 
flictions were added, frequent 
‘terrible Fits of the Stone ; to 
which Coneretions, he was {fo 
difpofed, that a Urinal, with 
his Water left in it, by accident, 
for feven Days, was, after fix 
Wecks ufe of the Bath Waters, 


incrafted all over with a perfect 
2 hard 
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hard Stone, like a Pumice, 
thicker than a Crown Piece. 
This was his Cafe when he be- 
gan to drink the Bath Waters, 
1691, hot in the Morning, and 
cold at Meals, and, in a little 
time, he was reconciled to them 
for his conftant Drink, without 
Defire of any other. In a 
Week’s time his Stomach came, 
his Thirft abated, and, after a 
Month’s conftant drinking and 
bathing a little every other Day 
only, to ilretch his Joints, it 
gave him perfect Eafe from Pain. 
Ina Month he return’d home, 
fending for the Waters once a 
Week, and ufing them as his 
ordinary Drink, taking them 
fometimes warm in the Morn- 
ing, for a {tool or two, as oc- 
cafion required, and they pafs’d 
very well, but not fo effectually 
as upon the Place. ‘This Courfe 
continued till the End of duzu/, 
1691, when he came to the 
Bath again, drinking and bath- 
ing, as at firft, till the middle of 
Ofober, with increafing fuccefs, 
when he return’d home, ufing 
the Waters as before. 

Between and 
Chrijimas, the grey Hairs began 
to fall off, and new fucceeded ; 
by Candlemas they were all gone, 
and brown curling Hair came in 
their place, like that he had at 
twenty, growing fo faft, that he 
was obliged to cut above an Inch 
a Month, and ftill growing 
thicker and frefher; fo that he 
had a Head of Hair like a Wig, 
Without a grey one init. This 
encouraged him to remove his 
Habitation to Bath, and purfue 
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the above Method very diligent- 
ly. He amended daily, fo that 
in the Summer 1692, his Toe- 
Nails, which were before hard, 
rugved and fcaley, were thruft 
off by new ones, frefh and 
{mooth. His Arms were ftreng- 
then’d, his Legs plump’d our, 
and his Feet could bear a ftrait 
Pair of Shoes; and he that 
before could not lay the leaf 
Strefs on them, could then bear 
to flamp on the Ground, fore 
cibly, without the leaft regret, 
increafng iftrong upwards, fo 
that he could itand almoft up- 
right, without any Pain. He, 
likewife, acquired a flefhy Habit, 
a plump and ruddy Face, a live- 
ly vigorous Eye, could bend his 
Knees, and did not want other 
Effe?s and Powers of Youth; 
nor had he any Fit of the Goue 
to lay him up, nor the leaft 
Touch of the Stone, nor any 
Sharpnefs of Urine, after he 
was once well enter’d in drink- 
ing the Bath Waters. This 
ftrange Cure {the Doétor obe 
ferves) is the more remarkable, 
as it feems, ina great meafure, 
to be owing to the bathing, as 
well as drinking the Waters, tho” 
that is now thought to be ex- 
treamly. prejudicial, and prohi- 
bited to all, who are, in an 
manner, afflicted with the Gout. 
Cafe 7. The Marquis of Dor- 
chefer, (in the Time of King 
Charles U1.) as it was then the 
Cuftom of great Perfons, had a 
Cabinet of choice Remedies ; _ 
among thefe was a cordial Elec 
tuary, of which he ufed to take 
a fall Quantity every Morning.

(as appeared by weightne what 
was left} about two Scruples and 
a half, or fifty Grains of pure 
Opium. Hie flept, after this, 
four Hours, before his Servants 
perceived the Miftake, or offer’d 
to awake him; but then they 
could not, by any Trial. Upon 
this Dr. Browne and Dr. (Sir 
John) NickletLwaite, were fent 
for to Highgate, to attend him, 
His Servants, in the interim, had 
been able to take him up and 
drefs him, and to affiitt him to 
walk about his Chamber, and 
he was ijometimes able to open 
his Eyes, and anfwer when ipo- 
ken to, but fell efleep again pre- 
fently, and could not be kept a- 
wake a Quarter of a Minuie, by 
the moft extraordinary methods 
they could ule. 

He was directly blooded plen- 
tifully, and given Infufion 
Metullor. 2 ifs. and, after that, 
Vitroli alb: 31. twice, but could 
not vomit, (which, it feems, he 
never did in the Courie of his 
Life) but the Medicines cauted 
a Stool in about an Hour’s tune, 
and he then took a Draught of 
Decot. with two 
Ounces of Syrupus de Spina, and 
the {ame fort of Medicines were 
every two or three Hours re- 
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peated. No Alteration appear. 


ing for the better, that Night 
Su Micklew.wite return’d to 
, expecting his Death, 
leaving Dr Browne with 
him, who, about Midnight, or. 
der’d my Lord to be put to bed, 
and to be fuffer’d to fleep, without 
thofe Diilerbinces which before 
iod been given him, the purg- 
Ing itraugnts continued to work 
picatifully, and about Morning 
he awoked, his Pulfe not quite 
jo high as before. A Cordial 
Draught was adminuired, with 
15 Drops ot Spiritus Salis Amo- 
niaci in it. His Lordthip being 
now not fo defirous of Sleep, 
call’d for his Chaplain, to read 
to him, and in half an Hour 
more, his Head was clear, and 
he totally recover’d in a Space 
of Iefs than 24 Hovrs after his 
taking the Opium. ‘The Doétor 
remarks upon this, that Bleed- 
ino, Vomiting and Purging are 
certainly the moft eftc€tual, if 
not the neceferia upon all 
fuch Occaiions ; upon which ac- 
count, he wonders that fo ge- 
neral a Notice is only taken of 
them, that acid Medicines, and 
dixivicl Salts, are put upon an 
equal Foot of Efficacy with them, 
ina celebrated Treatije upon the 
Si, bject of Poifons. 

Cufe 8. A Brother of Sir 
Edward Hales, of Kent, had 
a total Suppreflion of Urine, by 
a Defcent of Stones from both 
his Kidneys, that ftopp’d or 
pluge’d up both the Urevers. Dr. 
Browne viliicd him from the 
firft, and gave him Glytters and 
Purges, order’d him Bleeding

feveral times, and, as often as 
he could bear it for the Pain, 
riding ina Coach. He prefcrib- 
ed Vomits likewife, efpecially if 
he appear’d droufy, which fre- 
quently happen’d, and they were 
of Vitrtol. alb. Oxymel of Squiles 
and Vix. Benedic. His Purges 
were of Deco. Senne Man- 
ne, Syrup. of Buckthorn, and 
Fulip and Refin of Fulip, and 
Aloes and Scammony, which the 
Doétor gave chiefly, becaufe he 
hoped they would prove Hydra- 
govues, and carry off the /erous 
Parts of the Blood, left they 
fhould otherwife break in upon, 
and drown the Brain. 

Thefe, and other Medicines, 
were given, fcarce omitting any 
that could contribute to his Sup- 
port, or fupplying the Paffices, 
or make a Difcharge of the 
Stone more eafy, notwith{tand- 
ing there was no Relief, only 
that he was kept fill alive. ‘The 
Doétor, at lait, thought of Ca/- 
tile Soap, and gave him not a 
little, but from two or three 
Drachms to two and more Oun- 
ces at a time, diffolved in Wa- 
ter, till he had taken two 
Pounds of it, and, at lait, there 
came away a Stuff, (feparated, 
as the Dodtor imagines, from 
the Infide of the Ureter) and 
fome Water follow’d; with this 
Stuff came away a large Stone, 
Wrapt up in it, and feveral other 
{mall ones, and Dirt and Skin, 
and the gangren’d Membrane 5 
after that a foul and naity Urine, 
and the next Morning a great 
Quantity of Water. He took 
afterwards Terebintha Veneta, and 


Other foft and gentle Medicines 
of the fame Tendency, and all 
was well. The Doétor takes 
Notice, this was an extraordi- 
mary and defperate Cafe, and 
therefore warranted the Proceed- 
ing in an uncommon Way. and 
concludes, from the happy Effeét, 
how free the Ufe of So. may 
be made with, even to a degree 
almoi incredible ; being, puarti- 
cularly the C-fle Sort, as Dr. 
Browne obferves, an excellent 
Diuretick, its fubcile Parts, and 
the Activity and Afperiry of its 
Salts, foften’d by tneir Union 
with an Oil, admurab!y qualify. 
ing it, ftimulate and diterge, 
as well as relax, the urinary Paf- 
faves, and facilitate the Exclu- 
fion of what is wanted to pfs 
off that Way. Low far it is 
capable of Improvement to furs 
ther Excellencies, and to be- 
come a Liconthriptick, or Dif- 
folver of the Stone in a human 
Body, Dr. Dod pretends not to 
determine. Dr. Browzae, he fays, 
has mention’d feveral hings 
thought to be fo, but does not 
feem to think himfelf, that any 
thing ts really fo, or to be much 
relied on, for that Purpofe. 

Cafe [ the Latin of 
Tulpius.] Thomas Fontaiz, an 
elderly Perfon, after fuffering a 
long Time a Stoppage of Urine, 
with violent Pains, voided a 
great Number of Stones, differ- 
ing very much in Shape, Size 
and Colour, fome fmooth, as if 
polifh’d, others rugged, of ane 
gular Points, or globular, nay, 
jome which appear’d as if they 
had been faw’d afunder with a 
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Saw ; which uncommon Appear- 
ance was more furprizing, in 
that, after he had voided a great 
Number of the Coats of the 
broken Stones, refembling fome- 
what the Nail of a Man’s Fin- 
ger, he ftill continued voiding 
them for five or fix Days fuccet- 
fively. The Phyficians were a- 
fionifh'd, nor could affizn any 
Reafon why the Stones fhould 
be thus broken, or polifh’d, till 
at length the unhappy Man dy- 
ing, through a total Suppreffion 
of Urine, on Diffection eleven 
Stones were found floating in 
the Bladder, the biggeft of which 
being cover’d with a foft brittle 
Coat, was, by the occafional 
Friction of the other Stones float- 
ing there, fo broken by little 
and little, as to occafion fo large 
a Quantity to proceed with the 
Urine. Befides, fo large a Quan- 
tity of Stones, and little Pieces, 
there were likewife three Stones, 
more remarkable than all the 
reft; for they were wrapt up in 
the Membranes of the Bladder, 
fo as not to be difcern’d, but by 
firft launcing the Coat, on which 
two more were alfo found hid 
in the Kidneys. | 

What follows is the Subftance, 
as was promifed, of the Latin 
Letter of Dr. Friend, coucering 
Fevers and Fluxes. 

Of all the Diftempers ufual 
in Armies, or Fleets, none 
is fo common as the Fever and 
Bloody-Flux. Eating too heartily 
{of Fruit efpecially) and catch- 
ing of Cold by intemperate 
Drinking, when in a Sweat, are 
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too often the Caufe, more 
particularly in the Month of 
July, and in the Dog-Days; 
attributed to the violent Heat, 
This Fever, for the moft part, 
is continual, though fometimes 
intermitting ; its Invafion f{wift 
and violent; and, befides the 
common Symptoms, vz. Thirft, 
Inquietude, Drowfinefs, and 
Heavinefs of the Eyes, it is al- 
ways attended with a Roughnefs 
on the Tongue, Pains in the 
Limbs, Weaknefs, and want of 
Appetite, with a violent Head. 
ach, or a Giddinefs, and the 
Stomach fo vitiated as to loath 
all Food, or unable to digeft it, 
Sometimes it begins with a vio- 
lent Pain in the Back, as though 
it was the Small-Pox, and a 
Burning over the whole Body 
about the Evening, ceafing not 
till Morning ; fometimes it begins 
with a Trembling ; but when at 
its Height, Shortnefs of Breath, 
Trembling of the Nerves, and 
being light-headed, are the fure 
Forerunners of Death, unlefs 
timely prevented by Medicines. 
In the Decline of the Fever, 
which never goes off, or is ex- 
pell’d by Phyfick before the 
fourteenth Day; the Pulfe is 
quick, weak, unequal, and fome- 
times intermitting ; the Urine 
very high-colour’d and clear ; 
an Hickup arifing on the tenth 
or eleventh Day, and continuing 
for two Days together, is a ge- 
neral Sign of Fatality. It takes 
off the itrong and robuft much 
fooner than weaker Conttitutions, 
which generally linger longer. 
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Perfons ufed to the Sea have 
ufually lefs Difficulty to get 
overit. Some, when the Fever, 
to all Appearance, had left them 
three or four Days, have expir’d 
fuddenly by violent Convulfions, 
though juit before without Pain 
or Sicknefs. But this is princte 
pally owing to the Neglect of 
not drefling the Bhiters. Of all 
the Symptoms, nothing is fo mor- 
tala Sign as when the Tongue 
is rough, and of a dark, ruity 
Colour. The Patient, when re- 
covering, is fometimes troubled 
with a Loofenefs, which is fel- 
dom of bad Confequence, unlefs 
it terminate in a Bloody-Flux. 
Oftentimes, through Want of 
due Purging after it, Impoft- 
humes in the Kernels of the Ear, 
and Buboes on the Groin appear. 

After bleeding, fo large a See 
rum is found, that foon after 
Emiflion it feparates itfelf from the 
reftof theBlood,and the cerrupted 
Humours collect all in a Body. 
Wherefore, whena Perfon is firtt 
feiz’d, take from him 16 Oun- 
ces of blood ; in the Evening, 
or next Morning, give him a 
Vomit, which will eafe his Head 
and Stomach, and abate the Fe- 
ver: If it fill continues high, 
bleed him again, not doubting 
buc the weakett are able to bear 
fuch a Lofs of Blood, as this O- 
miffion often proves fatal. When 
the Fever is well abated, let 
Blitters be applied, to prevent 
Convulfions and Giddinefs in 
the Head ; otherwife there are 
no Hopes of Cure, in that Bhi- 
ters not only extract the Hu- 
mours from the Head and Sto- 
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and feparate them, as makes a 
free Circulation and Perfpiration 
and caufe a more lively and 
equal Pulfe. If Blifters are not 
fufficient to relieve the Giddi~ 
nefs, ce. let him be blooded 
two or three times (if Need re- 
quire) in the Jugular Vein, as 
being not only not dangerous, 
but expedient. Let his Regi- 
men be low and fparing, viz. 
Barley-water, Water-gruel, Al- 
mond-milk, and fuch like ; and 
fometimes falt Prunelle, and 
Juice of Lemons. Let him 
carefully abitain from all things 
of an hot Nature, which only 
inflame the Fever more. In 
many adult Perfons, this Fe- 
ver proceeds chiefly from a 
Number of long Worms, col- 
lected together, as it were, ina 
Lump ; the Symptoms of which 
are adry Cough, continual Heat, 
Giddinefs, a Vein difficult for 
bleeding, and Lofs of. Appetite. 
The fure Remedies are Calomel, 
with Cathartick Purges, which 
may fately be given in the 
Height of the Fever. In fine, 
nothing can avail more in this 
Difeafe, than a temperate Re- 
gimen and proper Purging. 


The following DissERTATION 
concerning the Hiftory of Ba- 
LAAM, froma Frercn Origt- 
nal (only to be met with in the 
Clofets of the Curious) is 
fent us by the fame Hand as 
the Difjertation on Sampfon’s 
Foxes, p. 109. 

HE Jfraelites, after their 
Departure out of Ezypt, 
under 
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under the Conduc&t of ar- 
rived at the Borders of the Ed- 
mites, and demanded a Paffage 
through their Country to the 
Land of Promife. The Edomite;, 
however, refufed them, and 
made {uch a vigorous Oppofition, 
that Mofes judg’d it highly re- 
quifite to make a Tower about 
their Territories. ‘The March, 
indeed, was long; but then it 
inur’d them te the Fatigues and 
Difcipline of War. For in their 
Way, they made a Conqueft of 
the fevera] petty Kings of drab, 
Hefbbon, and Bafhan. 

They continued their March, 
and encamped upon the Fron- 
tiers of the Moabites ; who foon 
took the Alarm, with all the 
neighbouring Princes of the 
dianites, Diipatches were fent 
for Balaam, a famous Magician 
at that Time, refiding in the 
Ecfiern Mountains of Aram. He 
was defired to come, and furvey 
the People of J/rze/ from the 
Heights of Afocb, in order to 
practife his Enchantments, and 
vent his Imprecations ; which, 
according to the Opinion of that 
Age, could effectually involve 
awhole Nation in Ruin. Ba- 
laam always governed himfelf 
by Dreams; and therefore de- 
fired the Meffenger to wait the 
Refult of the Revelation: he was 
toreceiveat Night. His Dream 
imported, that God bad charg’d 
him not to comply with their Re- 
quef?. ‘The Meffenger being re- 
turn’d with this Antwer, Balaé 
fent other Princes of greater Dig- 
nity, co renew their Inttances 
with greater Vigour, Badgan 
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again confults the Intelligence of 
the Nizht, and God allows him 
the Liberty to go ; but particu- 
larly enjoins him, xot to ad beyond 
his Infiructions : That is to fay, 
this was the Interpretation of his 
Dream, according to the Rules 
of his Art. On the Morrow 
then he departs with the Prin- 
ces of Moab ; but on the Road 
he falls into another Vifion, 
which was to be a Prefage of 
every thing that fhould happen, 
‘This was the Vifion of his Ad- 
venture With the Angel and the 
By the Circumftances of the 
Story, they were fome Days 
upon the Road. Now it is na- 
tural for Travellers to dream of 
the Profecution of their Jour- 
ney. Accordingly; Balaam dreamt 
in the Night, that he was upon 
the Road, mounted on his 4, 
which, all on a fudden, ftopp’d 
fhort to go another Way, We. 
For it is plain, he travelled by 
Day in Company with the Prin- 
ces of Mlocb whereas in this 
Vilion, he had only the 4/, and 
two Servents, for his whole Re- 
tinue : But when his [ream 1s 
out, we find him again riding 
in Cavalcade with the Envoys 
from the King of Moab. ‘This 
Difference therefore plainly dife 
covers, that his Journey by him- 
felf was only in Idea. Befides, 
its very remarkable, that God 
cives him Leave to go in one 
Verfe, and in the very next but 
one “ts faid, his Auger was kind- 
fed again him. ‘Vhe Reafon is 
this: Balaam was not upright in 
jis Jatentions, but corrupted in- 
te 
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to a Compliance by the great 
Promifes Bulak had made. In 
a Perplexity of Mind, refulting 
from the Apprehenions of his 
Confcience, he 1s feiz’d with 
this threatning of an An- 
gel of the Lord, with his Sword 
drawn, ready to deftroy him: 
And by the Sequel it appears, 
this Vi/ion was a lively Repre- 
fentation of what happened af- 
terwards. Upon which Ac- 
count, its probable, 
thought it worthy of Record. 
In this allegorical Vifien, the 
yeprefents Balaam himfelf, 
who is fpurred on by Balak, as 
the is by his Mafter. he 
Ajs ws like the Prophet ; for fhe 
faw the diel of the Lord op- 
pofing the of her Mafer, 
whilit he hunfelf faw nothing of 
the Matter; in which he repre- 
fents King Balek, who was per- 
fectly ignorant of the Defign 
and of God. ‘The 
fecing the Obftru@iona her 
Way, made fome Efforts to a- 
void the Sight, for which fhe 
was roughly us’d by her Matter: 
In like Manner he himfelf bog- 
gles at the Demands of the 
King, who therefore brow-beats 
and infults him. The Strug- 
gles of the poor 4/5 to getout 
of the Way, for fear of the 
Angel’s Sword, denoted, that the 
Prophet, being mindful of the 
Warning he had receiv’d, would 
act quite contrary to the Requelt 
of Balak, and pronounce £/e/- 
fings inltead of Curfes. ‘Lhe 
Afs, to avoid the Prefence of 
the dngel, crufh’d her Matter’s 
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Foot againft the Wall: This 
pre-fgured, that the Prophet, 
not being able any longer to 
conceal his Mind, expos’d him- 
felf to the Difpleafure and Re- 
fentment of the Prince. At laft 
the 4/ expoftulated with her 
Matter ; and by his Eyes being 
opened, he faw the 4zge/: This 
fignifies, that the Prophet, in 
the Conclufion, dealt plainly 
with the King; reprefented the 
whole Matter to him, without 
any Colour or Referve ; and 
gave him more-over to under- 
itand, that Imprecations could 
have no manner of Influence ; 
that God had S/e/s'd the People, 
whom he would have cur/fed. 
Befides, the Anger of the Lord 
againit Balaam, and the Threat- 


ning of the Axzge/, who held the 


naked Sword mentioned in his 
prophetic Dream, were both ac- 
complifi’d in the Event. The 
Augelrepretents Phineas, the Son 
of £/e zar the High-prieft, who 
causd 2Polaam to be flain. For 
this Prophet was very much out 
in his Art; and did not divine 
that he thould meet with fuch 
a Fate: He thought he had ful- 
ly executed his Commiffion by 
fubitituting folemn Bleffings in 
the Room of Curfes; at the 
fame ‘Time, imagining that it 
was lawful to procure the royal 
Bounty and Favour, by laying 
alide his Character of a Prophet 
for that of a Privy Counfellor ; 
which he wickedly affum’d, to 
infufe Advices into the 
King, as would have prov’d de- 
{iructive tothe L/raelites, if Mo- 


fes 
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iW Jes had not defeated the Defign, 


_ by the Interpofition of a fuperior 


Power. 


Mo/fes, it feems, look’d upon - 


Balaam as an Adverfary of fome 
Figure, and judg’d his Deitiny 
worthy to be tranfmitted to Po- 
fterity, tho’ he has not thought 
fit to take any Notice of Fam- 
bres and James, two Egyptian 
Sorcerers at that Time, whofe 
Names, however, have been 
preferv’d by other Hiitorians, 
and were known, as appears by 
a Pafflage in P/iny, in dome Mea- 
fure, to the Greeks. | 

The Conclution of Balaam'’s 
laft Prophecy is very remarkable, 
and would incline one to believe, 
that he was fometimes influenc’d 
by the Divine Spirit. He feems 
to predict the Expedition of 7- 
hexander the Great into the Eaf,, 
and the Overthrow of the Em- 
pire founded by the Afjrians 
and Perfians. 
he be the Perfon that {poke it) 
Ships fhall come from Cdittin, 
that is, from Greece, and not 
from as fome have 
thought ; and they fhall deflroy 
Afbur and Heber. Now Afbur 
fignifies the Afjrians, and Heber 
many neighbouring Nations:

1470, he died at duztwerp, and 
was honovrubly interred at the 
Expence of that Duke, who 
erected a fuperb Monument to 
his Memory. 

After the Reftoration of King 
Charles Il. William the then fur- 
viving Defcendant, a Man of 
Wit and Learning, for his re- 
markable Activity in the Inte- 
re(t of that Monarch, and upon 
Account of his folid Parts, was 
created by that Monarch, Earl of 
Kilnernock, ‘The Family hav- 
ing remained in a private Station 
from the Time of the famous 
Earl of Arran in Fomes IId’s 
Reign, tll this Period, whea they 
again appeared in Parliament 
with their ancient Luitre. 

William, his Great-Grand-fon, 
the ath and prefent Earl, now 
confined in the Zowwer of Lon- 
don, was but very young when 
his Father died. His Father's 
Death leaving him too foon at 
Liberty to be his own Matter, 
and the Induigence that is ge- 
nerally given to young Noble- 
men, added to the natural 
Sprightlinels of his Temper, 
foon gave him an Averfion to 
a reorous Study of Letters, 
though he iad made {cme Pro- 
grets in Clinical Learning, and 
had acquired jome tolerable No- 
tion of Philoiophy and Mathe- 
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maticks; but there was too much 
of the volatile in his Difpofition, 
to continue long at Exercifes, 
that- required Application: He 
Was more happy in acquiring 
thofe which are called genteel 
Accomplifhments ; fuch as Rid- 
ing, Fencing, Dancing, and fome 
Maufick ; in all which he ex- 
celled, and is efteemed by Men 
of Tatte, a polite Gentleman. 
When hecame to the Eilate, 
it was pretty much incumbered, 
and great Part of the old Pa- 
trimony alienated: ‘The Earl’s 
Difpofition was by no means cut 
out for improving it by Parfi- 
mony; on the contrary, as his Ine 
come was infinitely fhort of what 


the Generofity, or rather the 
Profufenefs of his Difpofition 


‘would prompt him to fpend, he 


found his Affairs daily growing 
worfe, and therefore thought of 
bettering his Circumftances by 
an advantageous Match: To 
this Purpefe, he fixed his Eyes 
upon Lady Aun Living/ton, 
Daughter of Fames Earl of Lin- 
fithoaw and Callander, a young 
Lady of confiderable Fortune, 
and great Beauty. The Earl 
made his Addreffes to the Lady, 
but her Friends, who knew the 
low Ebb of the Earl’s Fortune, 


refufed their Confent: However, 


his Lordfhip’s agreeable Perfon, 


and genteel Addrets, raifed a 
Friend for him in the Lady’s 


‘Bofom, who married him with- 


out ber Mother’s Confent. His 
Lordfhip proved but ungrateful 


for the Lady’s Generofity, and 


public Fame ttrangely belies him, 
if the had not much Caufe to 


‘complain of his Conduét; but 


they have lived, if not hapoily, 
at leaft civilly together. 

His Lordfhip’s Excefles, added 
to the Charge of a Family, re- 
duced the Eftate fo low, that 
it was not now fufficient to fup- 
port them with any tollerable 
Decency ; his Lordfhip was 
therefore obliged to apply to 
the Miniftry for a _ Penfion, 
which he obtained, and has ever 
fince enjoy’d it: This, by moft 
People, is looked upon as an Ag- 
gravation of the Earl's Treafon ; 
but whether my Lord Ki/mar- 
nock’s Penfion was a minifterial 
Bribe, or a royal Bounty, is a 
Queftion I cannot determine 
with any Certainty. 

It does not appear to me that 
the Earl was in the original De- 
fign of the Rebellion ; I don’t 
take him to be of that Com- 
plexion, that the Party would 
have trufted him with their De- 
figns before they were ready, or 
partly put in Execution. As his 
Countefs is Heirefs of the Houle 
of Linlithgow and Callander, 
this Lord might flatter himfelf 
with fome Advantages that way, 
by the Reftoration of the Houle 


of Stewarts: ‘This Circum- 


ftance, and his Lordfhip’s Ne- 
ceflities, might induce the Party 
to number him as one of their 
Friends, without fo much as 
confulting his Inclinations ; and 
thefe Hopes might likewife in- 
duce his Lordthip to comply with 
their Sollicitations with leis Re- 
luétance : It is certain the Rebel- 
was far advanced, before 


his Lordfhip fo much as thong!.t 
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of joining them. But his Lady 
happening to be at Edinburgh 
when the young Pretender en- 
tered that City, fhe was charmed 
with the Gaiety of his military 
Court, and the Affability with 
which he treated her and all 
the Ladies: The Countefs is 
naturally of a very gay Difpo- 
fition, is fond of publick Divers 
fions, and is generally the firft at 
all Parties of Pleafure ; fhe found 
herfelf more than ufually ca- 
refs’d, by a Perfon who per- 
fonated Sovereignty, which flat- 
tered her Vanity, and puffed up 
her Ambition; fhe was foon 
converted to the Facobite Faith, 
and her Lord had not Refolu- 
tion to withftand her Solicita- 
tions, efpecially after the Battle 
of Preffon-Pans, which elevated 


the Facobites to fuch a Degree,

that they efteemed it Madnefs 
and Infatuation in every Body 
who did not immediately join 
their Standard: Amongft the 
reft, the Earl of Kilmarnock 
joined them, and was received 
by the young Chevalier with 
Marks of great Efteem and Dif- 
tinction; he was declared of 
the Privy Council, made Colo- 
nel of his Guards, and promoted 
to the Degree of a General. 
How his Lordfhip behaved in 
thefe Stations (quite new to him, 
and foreign from his former 
Manner of Life,) I hall not 
take upon me to determine ; 
but common Fame fays, that he 
behaved with Courage and Re- 
folution till the Day of the 
Battle of Culloden, when evéry 
thing that was manly forfook 
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him, and he rather furrendered 
himfelf than was taken Prifoner. 

George M‘ Kenzie, Earl of Cro- 
martie, Vifcount Tarbat, Lord 
M‘Leod and Caftelhaven, here- 
ditary Sheriff of the County of 
Cromartie, and Baronet of Nova 
Scotia, is a Branch of the Fa- 
mily of Seaforth, ‘The Name 
of M‘Kenzie is one of the moft 
antient, and amongft the moft 
numerous of the Clans in Scof- 
land, which is accounted for in 
the following Manner. In the 
Year 1263, the Danes and Nor- 
vegians made a Defcent upon 
the weft Coaft of Scotland; this 
Defcent being rumoured abroad, 
feveral young Gentlemen, who 
wanted to pufh their Fortune, 
came over from Jre/and to the 
Affiftance of Alexander the third 
of Scotland; amongft the reft 
Collin Fitzgerald, a younger Son 
of the Earl of Kildare or De/- 
mond, came over, and carried 
along with him a few Volun- 


teers, who came time enough 


to join King A/exander at the 
famous Battle of the Largs, 
when the Scots obtained a fig- 
nal Victory over the Norwegians 
and Danes. ‘The King took par- 
ticular Notice of him, and re- 
warded his high Merit, by be- 
ftowing upon him the Lands 
and Barony of Kiatail in the 
Shire of Rofs; which appears 
from a Charter under the Great 
Seal of Scotland, dated at Kin- 
cardin, in Fanuary 1266. He 
married a Daughter of the Houfe 
of Argyle, and by her had a 
Son named Keneth, who having 
a very numerous Iffue, hi Chil- 
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dren were diftinguifhed by the 
Patronymick M‘Kexeths, or the 
Sons or Children of Keneth, a 
Thing very common in_ that 
Country ; from a Patronymick, 
they came to ufe it as a Sirname, 
forgetting that of Fitzgerald en- 
tirely, and by degrees M‘ Kencth 
came, by Corruption, to be 
Changed to the prefent Ortho- 
graphy M‘ Kenzie. They remain- 
ed Barons of Kinter/ trom this 
time till 1623, whenthey were 
created Earls of Seaforth, which 
‘Title that noble Family enjoy’d 
untainted, till by the Folly 
of the Jaft Earl, tre Honours 
were forfeited for his Appearance 
in the laft Rebellion, in the Year 
1715. Roderick, the fecond 
Brother of the firft Lord Kiataz/, 
whofe Grandfon was created, as 
has been faid, Earl of Seoforth 
1623, was Anceftor to the Earl 
of Cromartie. 

George the prefent Eari’s Prin- 
ciples, ull this unhappy Rebel- 
lion, never were fulpected to 
lean in the leaft towards Faccbi- 
tifm 3 on the contrary, he was 
looked upon as the only Branch 
of the Mac-Kenzies, that could 
be any ways depended on. His 
Lordfhip is not fuppofed to have 
been early trufted with the Se- 
crets of the Party. He was ap- 
plicd to faid) immediately 
upon the Pretender’s Landing, 
but he was irrefolute, at leaft 


feemed inclinable to give no po- 


ftive Anfwer, before the Lord 
Fortro/e his Chief had declared. 
When he did join them, which 
was not til after their Return 
from Evelind, he did not bring 


any confiderable Force along 
with him, at leait, nothing e. 
gual to fo confiderable a Branch 
of the Mac-Kenxies, nor was he 
much in the Confidence of the 
young Pretender, while he fiaid 
with them; there was, it fecms, 
a particular Drynefs betwixt his 
Lordthip, and Murray the Secre- 
tary, and the two lavon- 
rites. His Lordfhip, like all o- 
ther Highland Chiftains, could 
not with Patience bear that any 
Man fhould be careffed, but in 
roportion to the Number of 
Men he brought into the Field ; 
judging that to be the only 
Touchtlone of Merit in the Pre- 
tender’s Circumftances: He 
knew thefe Men had brought 
notning into the Field but their 
own Perfons, which was all they 
had to rifque, and yet were 
careffed and trufted more 
thofe who brought thoulands, 
and rifqued a fair Filate and 
princely Titles in the Caufe. 
Vhata ftrange Thing muit the 
Favour of a Prince be, when 
that of a Perfon, who only acted 
the Prince for fome Time, fhould 
create fuch Jealoufies and Strife, 
even amougit Men, whofe Ail, 
whofe very Exiftence, depended 
upon Unanimity! 

His Lordfhip had many in 
the Rebel-Army, who were e- 
qually difguited at the Preference 
given Sullivan ; and fome joined 
in a Remonftrance to have him 
removed, which had no Effe¢t, 
but to diftraét their Councils ; 
fince the young Fretender knew 
the Value of the Man too well, 


to part with him,’ on the 
an 
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and Caprice of a iw The? 
were in this Diftraction, when 
Preparations were made for an 
Engagement ; to which they 
were brought fooner than they 
imagined. But the Harl was not 
init, he and his Son, the Lord 
Mac-Leod, being gone upon a 
Party into the Shire of o/s, 
thinking to be foon enough back 
before the general Engigement. 
But it is {aid his Lordfhip loiter’d 
by the Way, and might have 
joined, but did not, refolving 
(it is faid) to leave them the firlt 
Oportunity. 

The Fate of the Battle of 
Culleven made it needlefs for his 
Lordthip to return, however he 
might be inclined; and there- 
fore he was faid to be preparing 
to fet out for France, when he 
was furrounded by the Earl of 
Sutherlunds Men, who had an 
eafy Prey of him. 

There are various Reports a- 
bout the Manner of his being 
apprehended ; fome will have it 
the Effect of a bloody Engage- 
ment between the two Earls, 
and that his Lordfhip was not 
taken without felling his Liberty 
very dear; others, and I fancy 
with more Truth, give out, that 
he was taken by eleven Men, 
though he had five Times that 
Number about him, without the 
leaft Appearance of Oppofition, 
Which correfponds more with his 
former Defign of leaving them; 
and which it had been happy for 
his Lordfhip, if he had put in 
Prattice, before their Affairs 
feéthed to be fo defperate, as 
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they became upon the Battle of 
Culloden. 

Arthur Elphingfton Lord Bal- 
merino, is of a Name very an- 
cient, though not very numerous 
in Scotland, and cannot be sume 
ber’d as a potent Clan, but has 
yet abounded with Nien of Fi- 


gure and Note in their Country, © 


as much as eny ‘other Name 
whatfoever. They are faid to 
have come from Germany, and 
that the firft who appear’d of the 
Name, married, in the Days of 
Robert the Firlt of Scotland, 
Margaret, Daughter to Sit 
Chriftopher Seaton of Sevton, by 
his Wife, the Lady C4ri/iian, 
Sifter to King Robert, who be- 
ftowed on him feveral Lands in 
Mid-Lothicn, the Revenue of 
which was fufficient to fupport 
his Dignity ; efpecial!y in thofe 
Times, when Luxury and ex- 
travagant Expences were none of 
the modifh Accomptithments of 
a fine Gentleman, however high- 
ly born. Thefe Lands Mr. £4 
phingftox called after his own 
Name, which they ftill bear, 
and is the chief Seat, and gives 
the Title of Lord to the Lord 
Elphing fton, Chief of the Family 
we are now treating of. 
In the Reign of King Sames 
the Firft, a fecond Son of the 
Lord Elphincfion, by the Intereft 
of his Father with that ‘\ing, 
was created a Baron, by. the 
Name and Title of Lord 
merino. Fohn the fourth Lord 
of that Name, his Great Grand- 
fon, and Father. of the. prefent 
unfortunate Nobleman, now a 
Frifoner, 
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Prifoner, was, in the Reign of 
Queen Anne, made Generil of 
the Mint, and Sheriff of the 
County of Edinburgh, and int713 
was elected one of the fixteen 
Peers to reprefent the Peerage of 
Scotland in the Parliament of 
Great Britain. Fames his younger 
Son, by his firft Wife, Daughter 
to the Earl of Eglington, and 
Half-Brother to the prefent Lord, 
while he had no Profpect of the 
Eftate of Balmerino, was bred to 
the Law, where he made a very 
confiderable Figure at the Bar, 
as an Advocate, had a large 
Share of Employment, was e- 
fteemd an honeft and able Coun- 
fellor, and was liften’d to with 
great Attention by the Bench, 
at a Time when it was filled 
with the moft eminent Lawyers 
that ever appeared in Scotland. 
His remarkable Abilities, ac- 
companied with a great Sedate- 
nefs, foon recommended him to 
a Seat on the Bench, where he 
difcharged that high and impor- 
tant Truit with great- Honour 
and ftritt Integrity. He was 
efteem’d an able and juft Judge, 
always avoiding mixing Party 
Spirit with the Bench. The 
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Country might always depend 
upon him as a faft Friend, when 
any Thing relative to their In- 
tereft came before the Court. 

He applied clofely to his Buf, 
nefs as a Judge, and gave fuch 
Satisfaction to the Practitioners 
before that Court, that I have 
known forty Caufes in his Hand- 
Roll, when there were not one 
fourth of that Number before 
fome other Judges. 

This worthy Lord died a Year 
and a half ago, but left no Iflue. 
He was fucceeded by Arthur, the 
prefent Earl, the Son of Fobn, 
the fourth Lord Balmerina, by 
his fecond Wife, Daugiter of 
Arthur Rofs, Archbifhop of Sv. 
Andrew's. This Lord was in 
the Army at the breaking out of 
the laft Rebellion in the Year 
1715, but threw up his Com- 
miffion before he joined the Re- 
bels, which faved him from be- 
ing punifhed as a Deferter. He 
did not join them early, and 
brought along with him only his 
menial Servants ; nor does it ap- 
pear that he made any Figure a- 
mongit them, either in a civil or 
military Capacity.

DomESTIc OcCURRENCES, 


Onday Morning, July 28, about 

a@ Eight o’ Clock the three Rebel 
Lords were brought from the Tower, un- 
der a ftrong Guard, inthree feveral Coaches 
co Weftininfter Hall, and were received 
by Gen. Folliot, from the Deputy Goe 
vernor of the Tower; then the Ax was 
carried before them into the Hall, with 
the Edge from them, and they were placed 
in feparate Rooms. About Nine o’Clock 
the Lord High Steward came ina grand 


- Proceffion, with five Led Coaches, and his 


Body Coach with his Attendants before 
him ; after which the State Ccach came, 
and ten Footmen bare-headed. Then the 
Lord Chief Juftice of England ; the Ma- 
fter of the Rolls; and the seft of the 
Judges in Town, and the Matters in 
Chancery followed in Proceffion to the 
Houfe of Peers. Sir William Saunder- 
fon, Bart. Deputy Uther of the Black 
Rod was in the Coach with the Lord 
High Steward, and carsied the White 

Wand. 
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Wind. Afterwards the Lords were mar- 
fhlled in the Painted Chimber, and 
walked in Proceflion, according to their 
Dignity. The Lords having taken their 
Places, the Clerk of the Crown in Chan- 
cery prefented the Commiffion, appointing 
a Lord High Steward, to the Lord Chan- 
cellor on his Knee, and the fame being 
delivered to the Clerk of the Crown, it 
was read, all the Lords ftanding up, un- 
covered. Thien the Staff was delivered 
tothe Lord High Steward by the Garter 
King at Arms, and the Gentleman Ufher 
of the Black Rod. After which, the 
Earl of Kilmarnock was arraign’d by the 
Crown, and pleided Guilty. The Earl 
of Cromartie likewife pleaded guilty ; and 
fubmitted themfelves to his Maiefty’s 
Mercy, The Lord Balmerino pleaded Not 
Guilty ; and after hearing the King’s 
Council, which were Mr. Attorney, Mr. 
Sollicitor, and Sir John Strange, and ex- 
amining feveral Witneffes, the Prifoners 
were ordered to be taken from the Bar ; 
and the Queftion being put, he was une 
antmoufly found Guilty. Then they were 
ordered to be carried back to the Tower, 
and to be brought up, Wednefday the 
30th, to receive Sentence. On their re- 
turn to the Tower, the Ax was carried 
with the Edge towards them. 

When the Lord High Steward came to 
the Palace-Yard, the Drums beat, and 
the Soldiers refted their Mufkets as they 
do to the Royal Family ; and the fame 
was obferyed when his Grace came from 
the Houfe of Pee:s. 

A Detachment out of the three Regi- 
ments of Foot Guards, amounting to 
nine hundred Men, under the Command 
of General Folltot and feveral Colonels, 
mounted Guard in Old and New Palace- 
Yards, and the Slijers were placed at all 
Avenues about Weftininiter-Hall and the 
Houfe of Lords. 

When the Rebel Lords came to Weft- 
minfer Hall Gite, the Earl of Kilmar- 
nock got out of his Coach firft, the Earl 
of Cromartie fecond, and the Lord Bal- 
merino Jaft; when they were all out, 
having not feen cne another fince their 
Commitment, they fhook hands, and 
feemed much dejefted by fhaking their 
Heads 5 and Lord Cromartie was obferved 
to thed Tears: Atter this they were fet 
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in Order by the Governor of the Tower 
to proceed into the Hall. Mr. Fowler, 
the Gentleman Goaler at the Tower,who 
eime in the laf Coach with Lord Balme- 
rino, paffing by them with the Ax, they 
feemed very much flartled at it; they 
then proceeded to the fms!l Rooms pro- 
vided for them in the Hall, where they 
took fome Refrefhment til. they were 
called up to the Bar, which was almé 
Twelve o’Clock: ‘The Earl of Kilmar- 
nock pleaded guilty firft, but in fo faint a 
Voice, that he was defired to fpeak 
Jouder ; which he complied with; then 
the Earl of Cromartie pleaded guilty ; they 
both behaved well, and with great De- 
cency, and the Bufinefs of the Day would 
have been foon over, but Lord Bulme- 
rino, contrary to his Friends Advice, 
pleaded Not Guilty, 1n Point of one Ar- 
ticle relating to his Behaviour at the Siege 
of Carlifle; but being told there were 
others fufficient to convict him of being 
in the Rebellion, he afked Purdon, and 
was afterwards fuund Guilty by the Lords. 
On this the Gentleman Goaler, who at- 
tended at the Bar, turned the Edge of the 
Axe towards him, but he feemed not at 
all concerned at it. — Neither the King, 
Prince, or Duke were there. 

It is faid there were at the Trya!l near 
a hundred and fixty Lords. 

The Lords were accordins!y brought 
down to Wefiminfter, Wecnef. Fuly 30, 
and being placed at the Bar, were afk’d 
by the Lord High Steward, Iv they had 
any thing to fay why Judgment thowd not 
be pronounced. The Farts cf Kilmar- 
nock and Cromartte made each of them 
a Speech, in which they threw themfelves 
on the King’s Merey ; but Lord Balmes 
rino fhoved ftomewhat in Arreft of Judg- 
ment, and defired Council, and Mr. Wil- 
braham and Mr. Forrefter were appointed 
his Council, and they are to plead for | 
him on Friday next, when the three Lords — 
are to be brought down to Weftminftcr 
aziin, 

Tucfday, July 22. The Right Hon.
